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Senator Gore Hears Things 


Not only from the wliite house itseW, but from Senator Stone 
and Senator Kera, Avho are in a position to speak regarding it, comes 
a positive and iincquivocal denial of the sensational reports which 
Senator Gore declares moved him to the, offering of the resolution 1o 
forbid Americans the right to travel on merchant ships of belligerent 
countries when those vessels carry armament of any character. The 
Oklahoma senator insisted that he had heard vague but persistent 
rumors to the. effect that the president had told certain leaders that 
''war with Germany might not be ungrateful, and might result in 
advancing civilization by bringing about the end of the European 
war by midsummer. ' ' 


It is well that a definite repudiation of any such remarks has been 
quickly made, and yet it is inconceivable that rumors of such char- 
acter were given any sort of credence in any quarter. Even those 
who are unwilling to credit the president with more than ordinary 
statesmanship and ability have never sought tp discount his sanitj» 
and his good sense. Not only were such words never used by him, 
but there is also an aiithoritative denial of ''any utterance to which 
any such meaning could be attached."' 


There is nowhere manifest a disposition to question Senator 
Gore's motives, but his judgment in the matter was miserable and un- 
fortunate. He listened to a patchwork of irresponsible rumors impos- 
sible of verification, and permitted himself to be thrown into a panic 
by them. His remarks naturally created a sensation, and added 
wholly unnecessary and uncalled-for fuel to the flame. Now that the 
incident has been closed by a prompt and unequivocal denial by the 
president and by the senate leaders, let it be quickly forgotten. 
"Whatever action this country is to take regarding the armed ship 
war issue, it ought to be taken with cool and deliberate judgment and 
not under the influence of a panic produced by irresponsible and 
wholly unwarranted rumor. 


Friends of Mr. McCray are proclaiming that his nomination for 
governor of Indiana would unite all republicans. Mr. Myers' lieu- 
tenants make the same (claims in his behalf, and assurances from 
Winchester are to the effect that the selection of Mr. Goodrich would 
bring about the same result. Likewise, the New adherents can see 
the same benificent outcome in the selection of Mr, New for senator, 
wMIe we are assured by the Watson contingent that the Rushville 
man would prove to be the real tie that binds. Viewed from any 
angle whatever—before the primary—^it is difficult to see how with 
such a bunch of unifiers in the race there is going to be anything 
savoring of disruption or discontent in republican ranks in Indiana 
after next Tuesday. Harmony seems to have a cinch on it, regards 
less of how it goes. 


Judge William J. Wood, who was for some years the chairman 
of the old Indiana railroad commission, is said to be making an ex- 
ceptionally brillant record in Washington as attorney-examiner for 
tlie interstate commerce commission. Judge Wood is merely justify- 
ing the expectations which were voiced when he left Indiana to take 
the federal place. As a member of the railroad commission he was 
one of the most capable, conscientious and efficient public officials In- 
'diane has known in many years, and it is no surprise to learn that 
his good work is attracting much attention in Washington. 


The postmaster at Evansville is reported to be opposing the pro- 
posed expenditure of $150,000 for an addition to the postoflftc« build- 
ing in that city on the ground that it is "no more needed than a sec- 
ond tail on a pig," and that it would wreck the architectural beauty 
of the building. If Uncle Sam's postal agent at Evansville is correct- 
ly quoted somebody should begin at once to carve out for him a 
spacious niche in the hall of fame. It i s doubtless the first case on 
record in which anybody ever opposed the expenditure of govern- 
ment funds in his home town. 


The rumor persists that Vice President Marshall will face oppo- 
sition at St. Louis and that hie renomination is by no means a cer- 
tainty. Governor Elliott W. Major, of St. Louis, has entered the 
lists and the ghost of Senator James Hamilton Lewis' wandidacy re- 
fuses to down. But it may be observed in passing that the one man 
In the United States who is worrying least about all this is Vice 
Pi-esident Marsliall.

C. Van Nuys, superintendent of the In- 
diana Village for Epileptics, has sent 
out a notice to all sheriffs and super- 
intendents of county poor asylums in 
the Btate asking their co-operation in 
obtaining a complete census of epilep- 
tics in the county institutions of Indi- 
ana. 
Blanks for listing these unfortun- 
ates are provided. 
The superintendent 
expresses the hope that all the male 
epileptics in county institutions in In- 
diana may be admitted to the Indiana 
Village for Epileptics within the next 
few months, when two now buildings for 
male patients will be opened. 
An ap- 
propriation for buildings 
for 
females 
has been made, but it will be more than 
a year until- these buildings will 
be 
ready for occupancy. 
The superintend- 
ent BUggests that if any county official 
has in his care any male epileptic for 
whom application has not been made for 
admissjon to the state village, he take 
up the question promptly with the coun- 
ty clerk and have application filed at 
once.

LESSON TEXT—Acts 7:1-8:«. 
GOLDEN. TEXT-Be thou faithful unto 
death and 1 will give thee th« crown of 
Ufc.—Rev. 2:10. 


This lesson closely follows that of 
last Sunday. 
There are some battles 
of life that are not fought with flsts 
or weapons. 
The boy w>o hold» his 
temper is more manly than the one 
who goes into a flght simply to win. 
Paul tells us how and what to fight 
(Eph. 6:11, 12). 
We must show the 
scholars clearly the two great bat- 
tles Stephen fought and the victory 
be won as described in today's les- 
son. 
The 
charges 
made 
against 
Stephen were made by "false wit- 
nesses." 
This does not mean men 
who Invented false words, but men 
who took Isolated statements, distort- 
ed them and by innuendo used them 
for their own ends. Stephen 
was 
charged with three things: 
(a) 
Blas- 
phemy against 
God 
(6:11-13), 
(b) 
That he had said Jesus would return 
and destroy, the templ^ (6:14), (c) 
That he claimed that Jesus would de- 
stroy or abrogate the law (6:14). This 
great passage of Scripture is so pro- 
found and so closely conmected that 
we hesitate in trying to separate it 
Into divisions or sections. 
We much 
prefer to note the logical argument 
and presentation Stephen the Spirit- 
anointed deacon made to the Sanhé- 
drin. 


I. Stephen's Defense. Stephen was 
a 
Grecianized 
Jew, 
whose 
name 
meané "a crown.". He answered the 
charges of these foreign accusers, 
made before the Sanhédrin, seriatim. 
His point of contact was to respect- 
fully 
remind 
the council that 
he 
was an orthodox Jewish believer and 
worshiper (v. 2). He called the coun- 
cil "Men, brethren and fathers." They 
were common believers and all were 
fitandlng before 
the 
God-appointed 
leaders of Israel. 
Stephen In his re- 
ply showed that he reverenced God 
and God's prophet Moses, thereby an- 
swering the first charge (v. 11), and 
while he reverenced the temple he 
showed that it was not essential to 
worship (7:47:49). 
This last was in 
answer to their second charge (6-14). 
In answer to their third charge Ste- 
phen then turned upon his enemies 
and by direct and Indirect charges he 
convicted them of certain facts. 
In- 
directly, by skillful repetition of Jew- 
ish history, and a review of 
the 
prophets, he discloses the vacillation 
and sinfulness of God's chosen people 
(23, 29). 
Directly he accuses these 
leaders of having been subservient to 
certain customs as being superior to 


• the law they professed to obey. Ste- 
phen's accusers were, as we have 
seen, from without Jerusalem 
(6:9, 
10), and his first battle was concern- 
ing the truth about Jesus. His second 
great battle, and one of his ultimate 
victory, was with these avowed ene- 
mies of Jesus (6:11-8:3). 


II. Stephen's Death. The real con- 
test of this occasion was Satan vs. 
the Holy Spirit. Stephen put to rout 
these men from the foreign synagogue, 
hence the Jewish authorities deter- 
mined to take hold of ^ the problem 
themselves and put a stop to this 
Christian teaching. 
Stephen's sud- 
den application of the Scripture to his 
Judges 
caused 
Intense 
anger. 
He 
preached the word of God in the dem- 
onstration of the Holy Spirit, and such 
preaching always either produces con- 
viction of Bin, or else arouses anger 
at the preacher. These men could not 
deny the truth of his accusation; they 
therefore turned upon him in anger. 
Being "full of the Hqly Spirit" Is an 
abiding condition and inevitably In- 
volves a confilpt with Satan. 
It led 
Stephen to look up and not about 
him, and In his hour of testing he saw 
a wonderful vision of heaven—"The 
glory of G®d and of Jesus standing." 
Let us accept the testimony of this 
dying man as a literal fact. 
This 
sight strengthened him for his suf- 
fering and for his witnessing. 
Death 
had no more terror for Stephen and 
he was faithful and steadfast to ' the 
end. 


III. Stephen's Burial. 
These men 
overreached themselves, for persecu- 
tion simply scattered those who gave 
the Christian testimony a wider and 
a more effective hearing (ll:19r21). 
This force of circumstances thrust the 
early church forth from Jerusalem. 
Now, after a period of perhaps five 
or seven years, we sea the beginning 
of the literal fulfillment of the Pente- 
costal program (Acts 1:8). 
During 
this storm of persecution the apostles 
remained at their posts in Jeruaar 
lem. 


Saul's rage knew no bounds» and 
not coBtent with disputations in the 
synagogues, he persecuted the church, 
sparing neither sex nor age (8:1-3). 


Stephen's success was in his per- 
sonal life and his unswerving testi- 
mony. 


Stephen's victory has been a first 
fruit of the triumph of the church 
throughout its history. In heaven he 
wettrs the victor's crown among "the 
oVercomers." . 


Over the grave of the two Wesleys, 
In Westminster Abbey, Is a tablet 
bearing these words: "God buries his 
workers, but carries on the work."

trade as "current Receipts" and as "re- 
iects" from candling rooms. 
'iCurrent 
"receipts" contain ¿t different seasons of 
the year varyin"' proportions of eggs 
which are filthy, decomposed, or putria. 
"Rejects" from candling rooms, as a 
rule, contain large proportions of eggs 
which are filthy, decomposed, or putrid, 
and very small proportions 
of 
eggs 
suitable for consumption. 
' Under tho federal food and drugs act,

eggs, in commoUv with other articles Qf 
food, are adulterated if they consist 
whollv or in »art of a filthy, decom- 
posed, or putrid substance. 
Section 2 
of the act prohibits the shipment in 
interstate commerce of foods which are 
adulterated and it is plain that this 
prohibition applies to the shipment in 
^interstate 
commerce of "current 
re- 
ceipts" or of "rejects" from candling 
rooms or of any other grade of eggs, in 
the shell unless the filthy, decomposea, 
or putrid eggs have been removed. 


In the opinion of the department, eggs 
which contain yolks stuck to the shell, 
moldy eggs, black spots, mixed rots, 
addled eggs, filthy, decomposed or pu- 
trid suhstances, are adulterated. 


The investigations of the department 
have shown that it is tommercially 
practicable, by the method of candling, 
to eliminate from any given shipment 
most of the egws of the kinds which the 
department regards as adulterated. 
It 
is not tho practice of the department, 
liowever, to base proceedings' under the 
food and drugs act on shipments oi 
eggs unless there are present larger 
percentages of bad egws than are or- 
dinarily pr««ient in recpgnized commer- 
cial grades I of candled eggs.' The de- 
"artment is informed that cases of 
eg«i3 are not allowed to receive even 
the lowest; candlcd egg grades if tht 
cases contain more than one and one- 
lialf dozen," or 5 per cent, of bad eggs. 
Country shippers who are not certain 
of the freshnesa of their eggs should 
candle them before shipping them in 
interstate commerce. 


Eggs which are adulterated may «be 
shipped in interstate o;r foreign com- 
merce for use in tanning or other tech- 
nical ways without violating the pu 
visions^of the food and drugs set only 
if they~ are first denatured BO as to 
render them incapable of being used fo. 
food« Since it is impracticable to de- 
nature eggs^ in 
the shell, adulterated 
shell eggs must be broken out and de- 
,tur«4 prior to thipment.

the peo])ie to give the management the 
bcnelit of their advice. 
The response:, 
to that bulletin were very 
interesting. 
A great many, of course, dealt witii 
some personal grievance, but for tlie 
most part they showed a most helpful 
spirit on the part of the public. The 
railroad issued that poster iii all seri- 
ousness. and it was met in the same 
vein. This shows that the public is tol- 
erant if it understands. 


"We want the )»eoj)le along our line.; 
to know tiiat the rennsylvauia 
rail- 
road is doing everything it can t r give 
the best service possible and to t-ncour- j 
age 
the business 
of 
the 
terntoiy j 
through which it operates, and of the 
country at large. We want all tiie acl- 
vice and assistance we can get from 
our people. We want the public to un- 
derstand, and to believe in, the manage- 
ment of this railroad. 
We think th?y 
v.ill. because the management of the 
Pennsylvania 
railroad believes In the 
public. 


"The thing that is needed in ou;- busi- 
ness lif'N and which T might aay ha"< 
been lacking the last few years, and 
the thing ^vhich is particiilarly neces- 
sarv in the relations between the car- 
riers and the public, is confidence. 


"The 
railroad 
companies have 
been

fair to refer continually to the abiis«- I 
ot' times gone past, in an effort to kee;) j 
alive hostility toward the railroad?. 


"There is still too much of an effort 
to make personal capital out of throw- 
ing rocks at a railroad; it is a cheap 
amusement, 
and often 
it 
Avins tlu; 
plaudits uf the multituiie, but is it 
fair? 
Is it conducive to that reitoj-a- 
tion of mutual confidence, which. I be- 
lieve. is so necessary in solving the 
railroad problem? 


"Our 
railroad 
company 
must 
hav<? 
rules and regulations, which Ave try to 
make as fair and reasonable as we can 
to the greatest number; these rules and 
regulations 
will 
always, in instance.':, 
bear hard on some particular situation, 
and may seem unjust and unreasonable, 
but under the law these rules and reg- 
ulations 
must 
be 
non-discriminatory 
and must apply to everyone alike.

New York, March 3.—While football is 
popular in Japan the association game 
and not the intercollegiate form of the i 
sport Is what Interests the athletes of the 
land of Nippon.

and ret'um to the land of their birth so 
that both soccer and American football 
are familiar games. 
When It comes to 
indulging in the sport, however, the as- 
sociation contest is the one that finds 
favor. 


To some extent this is due to the fact 
that during their student days ftbroftd the 
Japanese played this form of football In 
preference to the fu#by of BMgland, or 
the Intercolleirlate game of the American 
universities. The latter sport Is, however, 
highly praised by Japanese who have seen 
games In the United States. A visitor of 
prominence from the orient who has re- 
turned to Japan Is at present comparing 
the American spirit shown In football 
play to that of the samurai spirit of old 
Japan. 
In his judgment the game of 
intercollegiate 
football 
as 
played 
by 
American universities is one of the surest 
signs of American grefttness. In a recent 
lecture he referred to th* sport as fol- 
lows: 


"If any Japanese thinks that the spirit 
of old Japan, yamato damashll (Japanese 
spirit) Is superior to the spirit of Ameri- 
ca (American damashll) he would have 
that notion changed If he co^ild see a 
bard fousrht contest on an American col- 
lege gridiron. 
The spirit 
of 
the old 
i^murai is not conflned to Japan, but is 
evident in every gam« between American 
football teams." 


He then gave a detailed and vivid de- 
scription of the game as he saw It; the 
stoicism of the 
Injured 
players, men 
knocked unconscious, blooded noses^ wind 
knocked out. and the matter of fact spirit 
In which all the hard knocks were taken 
by the players. 


"That 
game," he 
remarked, 
"would 
never thrive In Japan."

HOME IS BÍUIIID THE 
MiUtrS DR. GEISEL

Noted Woman Admonishei. 
Parents Regarding 
Home-lÄaking. 


"The Home Behind the Man" was the 
eubject of Dr. Carolyn Geisel's splendid 
"and 
helpful 
address 
to parents and 
teacIierR at the high school building last 
evening 
, Dr. Geisel makes the contention that 
environment 
can overcome 
heredity; 
that given a proper development in sane 
and 
right surroundings were ¿elf-con- 
trol, Avork and a respect for it, energy 
and resourcefulness are taught, will de- 
velop the child of bad pre-natal influ- 
ences into a t^elf-respecting and law- 
abiding adult. 
Such optimistic 
views 
held by Dr. Geisel are certainly encour- 
aging to the person who believes that 
"blood will tell," no'• matter what the 
surroundings are, and it is certainly up 
to every parent to make greater effort 
to give more thought to the bringing 
up of his family. 


Of course Dr. Geisel gave many help- 
ful points in the matter of bringing up 
children than can be noted 
in 
this 
brief review-of her able and helpful talk. 
She 
emphasized a few points to be 
noted, however; first, the necessity; for 
the right sort of a home, one'•where there 
is plenty of outdoors, even a t the sacri- 
fice of some things in the house; a place 
for the boy or girl to work out his own 
ideas and ideals for that boy or girl to 
attain, 
Dr. Geisel spoke of the necessity 
of beauty in 
sin-roundings, 
not the 
beauty of expensive and luxurioiis fur- 
nishing.?, but the, beauty of good taste, 
of flowers and plants growing, of care- 
ful .selection of pictures, of cleanliness 
and order, of pretty clothes even if cheap, 
of a well ordered household with a well 
set table and dishes that are pretty as 
well as clean, with flower beds out of 
doors and above all, with always a place 
where the boy or girl ran work out his 
ideas. For the little child, if not waited 
upon continually and coddled to his own 
phy.sical undoing, wil] have ideas. 


And right liero comes Dr. Gei.sel'.^ big 
point—the providing of too many toys 
for children to the detriment of their 
own originality, their self-reliance, their 
o^vn ideas. 


"The world is coming to a point where 
men will have notiiing to do but to own 
it,' said Dr. Geisel. 


Then she referred to the overproduc- 
tion of mechanical toys and the many 
increasing ways to make Mork ea.=y, to 
do away with !ian<lwork, in fact, to leave 
men and women little to do but to turn 
on the button and let electricity, steam, 
gas, air or some other power do the rest. 
But by no means did Dr. Geisel decry in- 
vention, or progress, or the continual 
aim in the world to create something 
new. 
Rather, does .«he beg for the child, 
and she illustrated with an incident that 
had come under her observation. 
Tlie 
illustration was of a boy who had had 
little to play Avith in the Avay of toys 
and who Imd converted into use chairs, 
tablo-]#is, strings and pieccs 
of 
lead 
pipe, etc., for his playthings, keeping up 
an 
acpompaniinent 
alvA'ays 
of 
much 
whistling, tooting and other sounds only 
a boy can make. 
Then came a day when 
.some fojid relative sent him a train of 
cars, a track for the traiii to run on, an 
eJigine that let off steam and whistled, 
that drew the train, and so on. The boy 
was (ileased, got eveiything into work- 
ing shaps and in a little while subsided 
into a silence that grew pathetic. 
When 
asked what was the matter and if he 
Avere not pleasevl Avith his toy, the child 
asked in retiuii Avith a catch in his voice, 
'•'Ves; but Avhat am T to do?"' 


Stil! another ])rotest AVo:ih the consid- 
eration of all parents, and piirticularly 
those of children in their "teens, is tiiat 
there is too much society mixed Avitli 
study days and Avecks. A daughter, for 
instance, breaks doAvn from nervous ex- 
haustion. 
Then the school curriculum is 
blamed and the fault is attributed to 
the Avrong source. It is not the studies, 
but the mixing qf too many other things 
Avith the lessons, bringing about 
lack 
of .sleep, lack of aj)petite for healthful 
food, aiul an ainnat\u-al excitement of the 
r.erA-es. 
Dr. Geisel also believes 
that 
there i? too much mingling of the sexes

Cairo, Egypt, Feb. 10.—(Correspond- 
ence of The Associated 
Press)—Egypt 
is still very much in the dark as to 
what is going on along its frontier. 
Rumors of tho most sensational 
kinds 
are 
circulated, but there 
can be no 
doubt that thé military authoritiea are 
running no risks as far as the defense 
of tho canal is concerned.

The canal zone Avas long ago made a 
re.stricted area ih the most 
restricted 
military sense. 
Any person desiring to 
travel by railway to any station within 
the canal zone it required to obtain u 
special permit which is only obtainable 
after searching inciuiries on the part of 
the military officials. 
The permit may 
bo cither temporary—for one trip only 
—or permanent—for such as require to 
pay 
frequent 
visits to Port 
Said of 
Sncz 
for business reasons. 
Any pei- 
mit is revocable on the instant at the 
will of the odicials. 


In case of foreigners, application must 
first be made to the proper consular au- 
thorit.y, which is then forwarded to tho 
pjiblic .security department for Investi- 
gation. 
Before 
returning 
from any 
place in the canal zone, the traveler 
nuist obtain a return -permit, properly 
stamped by tho governor of Port Said 
or Suez, or thé Mamur of Ismalia. Sim- 
ilar restrictions 
apply to persons re- 
siding within the canal zone and desir- 
ous of traveling tu any station outside 
of it. 


In many ways the canal zone is Ideal 
for defensive purposes.

ply would 
last four years, owing 
to 
the lessened 
consumption 
due to 
the

distilleries in Scotland come under the 
category of patent stills. 
In the year 
ended March last, there were distilled 
in Scotland 28,000,000 gallons and there 
were in stock 113,000,000. 


There are many of the other type of 
still or pot stiUs not likely to be taken 


over by the government. 
In these fer- 
mented liquor obtained from the barley 
is boiled in a pot. 
The escaping? vapor 
passes through a pipe where it 
con- 
denses as spirit, but it is impure and 
has again to be distilled. 
The patent 
still is a complicated apparatus which, 
with the application of steam, Avorks 
quickly and renuires no second distil- 
lation.

Big Chinese City Stirred 
Over Prospect of Gkt- 
' ting a System. 


Peking, Feb. y.— (Correspondence 
of 
The Associated Press).—Peking id again 
alive with rumors thet the city is to 
liave a street railway system. 
Although 
the city has a population of about one 
million inhabitants, it has never liad 
any 
sort of 
street cars. 
Ricksliav;« 
draAvn by coolies afford the chief mea,ns 
of transportation. 
Old-fashioned Chin- 
ese and Manchiis cling to the clumsy 
Peking cart, which is a heavy two wheol 
\voodeu' cart, , without 
springs, 
drawn 
by a single horse or mule. 
The cart 
has an ark-like cover, under which pas- 
sengers sit in a crouching position. 
The 
driver sits on a small extension in front 
of this cover with his legs dangling at 
the horse's heels. 


Roads about Peking are so bad, and 
many of the streets are so narrow that 
automobiles are little used, and even 
carriages are not as satisfactory 
as 
rickshaws which can worm their way 
into the narrowest alleys. 


Aii American company is now report- 
ed to 
have 
made overtures 
for the 
street car franchise. 
Several 
months 
ago, an English and French combina- 
tion was bidding for the street 
car 
privilege in Peking, and at one time 
it was reported to have entered into n 
contract 
with 
the 
government. ' The 
minister of the interior, Chu Chi-chien, 
who is acting director of the Peking 
municipality, has called a general meet- 
ing of officials for a discussion of the 
proposed street car lines. 
The Chinese 
are eager for an improved transporta- 
tion system.

Xot only from the-white house itself, but from Senator Stone 


and Senator Kern, who are in a position to speak regarding it, comes 
a positive and unequivocal denial of the sensational reports which 
Senator Goro declares moved him to tho offering of the resolution tu 
forbid Americans the riprht to travel on merchant ships of belligerent 
countries when those vessels carry armament of any character. The 


Oklahoma senator insisted that he had heard vague but persistent 
rumors to the effect that the president had told certain leaders that 
"war with Germany might not be ungrateful, and might result in 
advancing civilization by bringing about the end of the European 
Avar by midsummer.'' 


It is well that a definite repudiation of any such remarks has been 


quickly made, and yet it is inconceivable that rumors of such char- 
acter were given any sort of credence in any quarter. Even those 
who arc unwilling to credit the president with more than ordinary 
statesmanship and ability have never sought to discount his sanity 
and his good sense. Not only were such, words never used by him, 
but there is also an authoritative denial of ''any utterance to which 
any such meaning could he attached." 


There is nowhere manifest a disposition to question Senator 


tJore's motives, but his judgment in the matter was miserable and un- 
fortunate. Ho listened to ». patchwork of irresponsible rumors impos- 
sible of verification, and permitted himself to be thrown into a panic 
by them. His remarks naturally created a sensation, and added 
wholly unnecessary and uncalled-for fuel to the flame.

Little General Legislation. 


At the last session of the Icgisliturt, 


Mr. Lockridce said, notwithstanding tho 
timely -warning of Charles H. Bedwcll, 
the speaker of the house, that th<;re 
should not be too much purely ioca.1 
legislation, "the legislature wasted moil 
of its time on local legislation, as all 
of its predecessors for the last decade 
or two liavc done, and of the 131 bills 
which became laws less than twenty- 
five of them can really be called slate 
laws. 


"We ought to be duly thankful," ho 


added, "that some of the most viciott- 
' of these local proposals, such as the l/cll 


finance bill and the police court bill, 
failed to pass for the reason, as ex- 
pressed on the floor of the house by a 
leading member, that a political Jna- 
chine went to the scrap pile/' 


Mr. Lockridgc also referred to the 


report of the committee from the In- 
dianapolis chamber of commerce. whic:i 
reached the conclusion "that our present 
form of citv government has failed ir 
its practical operation to give our ot' 
the best and most efficient methods o- 
business management, and cspeciallv 
does thig obaerration apply to its finan- 


cial affairs, in all their relations."

er added, "though the legislature de- 
voted about one-third of its efforts to

SEEKS NAMES OF EPILEPTICS. 


Dr. W. C. Van Nuys Prepares for Open- 


Ing of Indiana Village. 


Newcastle, Ind.. March 3.—lir. W. 


C. Van Xuys, superintendent of the lu- 
diana Village for Epileptics, has sent 
out a notice to all sheriffs and super- 
intendents of county poor asylums in 
the state asking their co-operation in 
obtaining a complete census of epilep- 


This lesson closely follows that or 


last Sunday. There are some battles 
of life that are not fought with fists 
or weapons. The boy who holds his 
temper is more manly than the one 
who goe« into a flght simply to win. 
Paul tells us how and -what to fight 
(Eph. 6:11. 12). 
We must show the ' 


scholars clearly the two great bat- ! 
ties Stephen fought and the victory 
he won as described In today's les- ' 
son. 
The charges made against 


Stephen were made by "false wit- 
nesses." 
This does not mean men 


who Invented false words, but men 
who took Isolated statements, distort- ; 
ed them and by innuendo used them i 
for their own ends. Stephen was I 
charged with three things: (a) Bias- | 
phemy against God (6:11-13), (b) ' 
That he had said Jesus would return 
and destroy the temple (6:14). (c) 
That he claimed that Jesus would de- 
stroy or abrogate the law (8:14). This 
great passage of Scripture is so pro- 
found and so closely conmected that 
wo hesitate la trying to separate it 
Into divisions or sections. 
We much 


prefer to note the logical argument 
and presentation Stephen the Spirit- 
anointed deacon Kado to the Sanhe- 
drln. 


I. Stephen's Detente. Stephen was 


a , Grecianizod Jew, whose name 
means "a crown." 
He answered the 


charges of these foreign accusers, 
made before the Sanhedrin, seriatim. 
His point of contact was to respect- 
fully 
remind the council that he 


was an orthodox Jewish believer and 
worshiper (v. 2). He called the coun- 
ell "Men, brethren and fathers." They 
were common believers and all were 
Standing before 
the 
God-appointed 


leaders of Israel. Stephen in his re- 
ply showed that he reverenced God 
and God's prophet Moses, thereby an- 
swering the first charge (v. 11). and 
while ho reverenced the temple he 
showed that It was not essential to 
worship (7:47:49). 
This last was in 


answer to their second charge (6-14). 
In answer to their third charge Ste- 
phen then turned upon his enemies 
and by direct and indirect charges he 
convlrted them ot certain facts. In- 
directly, by skillful repetition ot Jew- 
ish history, and a review ot the 
prophets, he discloses the vacillation 
and sinfulness of God's chosen people 
(23, 29). 
Directly he accuses these 


leaders of having been subservient to 
certain customs as being superior to 
the law they professed to obey. Ste- 
phen's accusers were, as we have 


! seen, from without Jerusalem (6:3, 


: 10), and his first ^battle was concern- 
; Ing the truth about Jesus. His second 


j ,great battle, and one ot his ultimate 


j victory, was with these avowed ene- 


j mles ot Jesus (6:11-8:3). 


Stephen's Death. The real con- 


teat of this occasion -was Satan vs. 
the Holy Spirit. Stephen put to rout 
these man from the foreign synagogue, 
hence the Jewish authorities deter- 
mined to take hold ot the problem 
themselves and .put a. stop to this 
Christian teaching. 
Stephen's sud- 


den application of the Scripture to his 
Jndges caused intense anger. 
He 


preached the word of God in the dem- 
onstration of the Holy Spirit, and such 
preaching always either produces con- 
viction of sin, or else arouses anger 
at the preacher. These men could not 
deny the truth of his accusation; they 
therefore turned upon him in anger. 
Being "full of the Hojy Spirit" is an 
abiding condition and inevitably in- 
volves' a conflict with Satan. It led 
Stephen to look up and not about 
him, and in his hour ot testing he saw 
a wonderful vision ol heaven—"The 
glory ot God and of Jesus standing."

Let us accept the testimony of this 
dying man as a literal fact.

sight strengthened him for his suf- 
fering and for his witnessing. Death 
had no more terror for Stephen and 
he was faithful and steadfast to the 
end. 


III. Stephen's Burial. These men 


overreached themselves, for persecu- 
tion simply scattered those who gave 
the Christian testimony a wider and 
a more effective hearing (11:19-21). 
This force ot circumstances thrust the 
early church forth from Jerusalem. 
Now, after a period ot perhaps five 
or seven years, we see the beginning 
of the literal fulfillment of the Pente- 
costal program (Acts 1:8). During 
this storm, ot persecution the apostles 
remained at their posts in Jerusa- 
lem. 


Saul's rage knew no bounds, and 


not content with disputations in the 
synagogues, he persecuted tho church 
sparing neither sex nor age (8:1-3). 


Stephen's success was Jn his per- 


sonal life and his unswerving test!

Control Interstate 


Shipments. 


Washington, D. C., March' 3.—The de- 


partment of agriculture has had under 
consideration for some time the appli- 
cation of tho federal food aud drugs 
act to the shipment in interstate com- 
merce of. epes in the shell, especially 
the two classes of eggs known in the 
trade as^"current receipts" and as "re- 
jects" from candlinp rooms. 
"Current 


receipts" contain at different seasons of 
the year varyinc* proportions of CC;K 
which arc filthy, decomposed, or putrid. 
"Rejects" from candling rooms, as a 
rule, contain large proportions of ejrffs 
which arc filthy, decomposed, or putrid, 
and very small proportions 
of 
CRRS

eggs, in common with other articles of 
food, are adulterated if they consist 
whollv or in Dart of a filthy, decom- 
posed, or putrid substance. 
Section 2 


of the act prohibits the shipment in 
interstate commerce of foods which aro 
adulterated and it is plain thnt this 
prohibition applies to the shipment iu 
interstate 
commerce of "current 
re- 


ceipts" or of "rejects" from candlinq 
rooms or of any other grade of eggs in 
the shell unless the filthy, decomposed, 
or putrid eggs have been removed. 


In the opinion of the department, eggs 


which contain yolks stuck to the shell, 
moldy eggs, black spots, mixed rots, 
addled eggs, -filthy, decomposed or pu- 
trid substances, aro adulterated. 


The investigations of the department 


have shown that it is commercially 
practicable, by the method of candling, 
to eliminate from any given shipment 
most of the egfs of the kinds which the 
department regards as adulterated. It 
is not the practice of the department, 
however, to base proceedings under the 
food and drugs act on shipments 01 
CKKS unless there aro present .larger 
percentages of bad ego's than are or- 
dinarily present in recognized commer- 
cial cradcs of candled eggs. 
The dc- 


Ti.irtment i? informed that cases of 
CKCH are not allowed to receive even 
the lowest candled egg grades if the 
cases contain more than one and one- 
half dozen, or 5 per cent, of bad cpgi. 
Country shippers who are not certain 
of the freshness of their eggs should 
candle them before shipping them in 
interstate commerce. 


Eggs which arc adulterated may be 


shipped in interstate or foreign com- 
merce for use in tanning or other tech- 
nical ways without violating the pn 
visions of the food and drugs net only 
if they arc first denatured so as to 
render them incapable of hcing used In. 
food. 
Since it is impracticable to de- 


nature eggs in the shell, adulterated 
shell cggf must he broken out and de- 
natured prior to shipment.

popular In Japan the association game 
and not the intercollegiate form of the 
sport Is what Interests the athletes of th« 
land of Nippon. There are a large num- 
ber of Japanese who have been graduated 
from either English or American colleges 
and ret'.irn to the land of their birth so 
that both soccer and American football 
itre familiar gamed. 
When It come» to 


indulging In the sport, however, the as- 
sociation contest Ms the one that finds 
favor. 


To some extent this is due to the fact 


that during their student days abroad the 
Japanese played this form of football In 
preference to the rugby of Knfland, or 
the Intercollegiate game of the American 
universities. The latter sport Is, however, 
highly praised by Japanese who have seen 
gameu in the fntled .States. A visitor of 
prominence from the orient who has re- 
turned to Japan In at present comparing 
the American spirit shown in football 
play to that of the samurai spirit of old 
Japan.

OVER WHISKY STILLS 


Lloyd George's Intimation 


Hailed With Joy by 


Prohibitionists. 


London, Feb. 20.—(Correspondence, of 


The Associated Press).—Tentotalo.rs nnd 
prohibitionists have hailed • with .joy an 
intimation by David Lloyd George, the 
minuter of munitions, that all patent 
whisky still in the British Isles will 
Ijc taken over by the government for 


•war work until the end of the war. to 
bft used for thn production of ceitaiu 
of tho ingrcdienta of explosive?. 


These will be no hhortage of whisky, 


however. Thn distillers say they liavu 
a stock in bond quite sufficient to sup- 
ply tho normal consumption in this 
country for at least three years. They 
also point out that unless tho, war 
should conic to a sudden end their sup- 
ply would last four years, owing to 
the lessened consumption duo to the 
restricted sale now in force. 


Only about a 
cloz.en of tho biggest 


distilleries in Scotland come under the 
catepory of patent stills. In the year 
ended March last, there wore distilled 
in Scotland 28,000,000 gallons and there 
were in stock 113,000,000. 


There- are many of the other type of 


still or pot, stills not likely to be taken 


over by the government. In these fer- 
mented liquor obtained from the barley- 
is boiled in a pot. 
The escaping vapor 


passes thr'nngh a pipe where it con- 
denses us spirit, but it is impure and 
I»iR ajtoin to be distilled. 
The patent 


still is a complicated apparatus which, 
with thn application of steam, works! 
quickly and renniroa no second distil- 
lation.

Rickshaws 


drawn by coolies all'ord the chief means 
of transportation. 
Old-fashioned Chin- 


e»u and ilancluiB clinj? to the clumRy 
I'ekiue cart, which is a. heavy two-wheel 
woodeu cart, without springs, drawn 
by a single horso or mule. 
The cart 


has an ark-like cover, under which vai- 
scnjrcrs fijt in a crouching position. The 
driver sits on a small extension in front 
of this cover with his legs danglinK at 
tho horse's heels. 


Heads about Peking are BO bad, anJ 


many of the streets are. so narrow thiit 
automobiles are little naed, and cvuu 
carriages are not as satisfactory

rickshaws which can worm their vay 
into the narrowest alleys. 


An American company is now report- 


ed to have madn overtures for the 
street car franchise. 
Several months 


ago, an English and French combina- 
tion was bidding for the street car 
privilege in Peking, and at one time 
it was reported to have entered into it 
contract with the government.

minister of the interior, Chn Chl-chien, 
who is noting director of the Peking 
municipality, has called a general meet- 
ing of officials for a discussion of the 
proposed street car lines.

aro eager for an improved transporta- 
tion system. 


Peking 
has two 
railway 
stations 


which are on the opposite sides of the 
city, a distance of more than 'four 
miles apart. This trip requires nearly 
an hour in n rickshaw. In the days 
when time was °f little value to the 
Chinese, suggestion concerning electric 
street railways wera ignored. But now 
time has come to be more of a factor 
in Chinese life, and there seems to be 
little opposition to electric cars. 


The summer palace, which is prob- 


ably the greatest show place in the 
vicinity nf Peking, is about 
twelve 


miles from tae legation quarter, and in 
the 
vicinity of Tsitig 
Hua 
jollege, 


which is sustained by the Boxers' In- 
demnity funds remitted by the Amer- 
ican government. Theso two points of 
interest are much sought by tourists, 
md will probably be connected vrp by 
electricity when the city gets a. street 
car system. The Ming tombs, the Nan- 
jou Pass on the Great Wall, and scores 
of ' other points of interest less than 
one hundred miles from Peking;, afford 
a great opportunity for an electric m- 
terurban system. Tien-tsing, the sea- 
port for Peking, is only eighty miles 
away.
